rapidly being mastered. Vocabulary is still growing 
rapidly and is still very dependent on the readiness 
of grown-ups to talk on all oe likely to interest, 
educate or amuse. 


Your child also needs opportunities to acquire 
interests outside the home so that development and 
learning is continuous, and pre-school boredom 
not allowed to deaden initiative. The bored child 
becomes the naughty child. The occupied child is 
a happy child, with fewer behaviour problems and 
a greater readiness to please. A play-group or 
nursery school provides these opportunities to 
acquire outside interests. Failing this, a real effort 
is necessary on the part of 
parents to give time and 
attention. For instance, in most 
Public Libraries there is a 
section for the under-fives, to 
which a child can be taken and 
where will be found a wide 
variety of colourful picture 
books and story books for reading aloud, and 
where there might even be story-telling sessions.

Index marks and registration numbers 


Every motor vehicle in the United Kingdom 
(with the exception of those belonging to the 
Queen) must have a number plate which is 
properly called the registration mark. 


The registration mark is made up of a series of 
numbers and letters. There may be one, two or 


three letters followed by one, two, three or four 
numbers; or the numbers may appear before the 
letters. The letters in one or two letter marks 
indicate the area in which the vehicle was first 
registered. With three letter marks, ignore the 
first letter; the last two are the guide. 


Before October 1974 there were 183 licensing 
authorities in Great Britain which were county 
or county borough or borough councils. You 
will find a list of these in an ‘old’ A.A. Handbook 
or similar publication. 

Since October 1974 the registering and 
licensing of new vehicles in England, Scotland 
and Wales has been centralised at Swansea, with 
81 local licensing offices, each with its own series 
of index marks. There is a list of these index 
marks at the back of the book. 

Since 1963 an extra single letter has been added 
at the end of the registration mark: this is 
called the year-letter suffix. From 1963 to 1966 
the letter covered a calendar year, but from 1967 
the registration year ran from the Ist August 
to the 3lst July of each year.
